pATALITIES from auto accidents increase. In nearly every 
case, “25 to 30 miles an hour” is the reply tb the question, 
“At what spe^d were you driving?” There is much com¬ 
ment over so many verdicts of accidental death being return¬ 
ed. As long as a driver is the victim of his own recklessness, 
and smashes up his own car, very little can be added. But 
it is when others through no fault of their own are maimed 
or killed that penalties are deserved. Investigation reveals 
that 90 per cent, of accidents are through carelessness, dis¬ 
regard of the rules of the road and dare-deviltry by inexperi¬ 
enced drivers. Many lose their heads in an emergency, and' 
possibly their lives. 

gUR PRISING at times how a little story or news Item will 
make the rounds of a large number of newspapers. The 
Dominion Press Clipping Bureau, Toronto, checks all daily 
and weekly newspapers for items re-published from each 
other, and at certain periods forwards the clippings with the 
names of the papers in which they appeared. The Journal 
received a batch this week, and papers in eight provinces 
copied news items or stories which had appeared in this 
paper at various intervals. 

Even the Montreal Gazette carried a little story we wrote 
from recollections of running a newspaper, the same story 
having been re-printed in the Calgary Herald, the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald and a number of weeklies. 

Three weekly papers in Nova Scotia, including Wolfville, 
Digby and Bridgewater, quoted The Journal, while the most 
northernly in Canada was The Northern Mail, published at 
The Pas. A place with a familiar name to Ontario people 
of Bobcaygeon printed a story, and in Saskatchewan the 
Wakaw Recorder, Wadtns News and a few others copied an 
item about the Polish people in Coleman, and their contri¬ 
bution to community affairs. 

Looking over this large number of clippings, the thought 
came to mind of the little grain of mustard seed and how it 
spread o’er the land. That’s one thing about a newspaper, 
you never know if an item from it will appear in British 
Columbia or Cape Breton.

Doubtless Mr. Dunning will wonder why they are there at 
all, for the sum asked is only small compared with the lar¬ 
gesse which Mr. Aberhart pledged himself to pay to Alberta 
people and on which promise he was elected. And if Mr. 
Aberhart can pay dividends without asking Ottawa for aid 
why not go a step farther and create an additional eighteen 
or twenty millions and tell the Dominion to go to blazes, 
that we are running this province, and we’ll show them 
how. Dare to be a Daniel!

City Built In Three Months 

Turkish Dictator Wants His People 
To Lead Outdoor Lives 

“Build a city by the sea, near Is¬ 
tanbul. where the masses may go and 
enjoy themselves. It must be finish¬ 
ed within three months. It must have 
hotel, a casino, a bathing- beach. It 
must have all other attractions of a| 
first-class watering place. It must be 
a national playground for the peo¬ 
ple." A 

Turkey’s dictator, Kamel Ataturk, 
formerly Mustapha Kemal, gave these 
orders to the mayor of Istanbul. The 
mayor put 8,000 men on the job. 
Within three months to a day the 
saside city sprang up. \ 

The place Is called Florya. It Is 
i the European side of the Sea of 
Marmora, about 30 miles from Istan¬ 
bul. It is the Turkish version oi 
Monte Carlo, minus the gambling. 

The first one to plunge into the 
sea at the resort was Kemal, as an 
example. He wants to free the peo¬ 
ple from centuries of traditions, from 
latticed windows and harems. He 
wants them to lead outdoor lives, 
like Americans and Europeans. 
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The Irish Free State formally ac¬ 
cepted the British invitation to at¬ 
tend an international naval conference 
in December. 

The Queen Mary, giant new British 
liner, will begin her maiden voyage 
from the Clyde to Southampton on 
March 23. 

King Ibn Saud and his government 
were determined Arabia should ob¬ 
serve strict neutrality in the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. The country has 
fused to export camels and sheep 
Italy despite the high prices offered. 

The Nobel committee decided that 
no Peace prize should be awarded for 
1935. This year United States Secre¬ 
tary of State Cordell Hull was widely 
mentioned for the prize, as was Em¬ 
peror Haile Selassie of Ethiopia.

Gold Production In B.C. 

Is Expected To Reach Value Of 
45,000,000 For Year 
British Columbia metals and min¬ 
erals have added $17,000,000 to the 
annual value of production in the 
last three years, are expected to 
ceed $45,000,000 this year, compared 
With little more than $28,000,000 in 
1932, or a gain of some 62 per cent. 

This is conceded by British Col¬ 
umbia mines officials, who added 
$1,000,000 to all previous estimates, 
due to record gold recoveries in the 
first nine months of the current year. 

British Columbia gold production 
is now running at the rate of $1,000,- 
000 a month, with not less than $12,- 
000,000 in Canadian funds as the ex-1 
pected total for the year. 

That compares with gold produc¬ 
tion which brought producers on 
properties, but $3,250,000 in 
1929, and marks the greatest single 
change in the mining industry within 
the province.

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New Death Ray 

Designed To Use Against Insect 
Pests, Could Kill Human Beings 

A “death ray” designed for use 
against insect pests but conceivably 
capable of being amplified to kill 
human beings was described at Bal¬ 
timore to 150 scientists. 

At the meeting of the eastern 
branch of the American Association 
Economic * Entomologists, Dr. 
Thomas J. Headlee, professor of en¬ 
tomology at Rutgers University, ex¬ 
plained that “sterilization” of insects] 
by “radio waves” requires no more 
than a “couple of seconds.” Animals, 
he said, develop heat more rapidly 
than do plants, so It is possible to 
kill the insects by heat before the 
plant develops sufficient heat to harm 
itself. „ 

His apparatus consists of aty elec¬ 
trostatic field confined by two elec¬ 
trodes; by rapid oscillation of ar 
8,000-volt energy between the elec¬ 
trodes, he has killed insects. The 
electrodes change from positive to 
negative at arrate of 50,000,000 times 
a minute, Dr. Headlee said. 


Substitutes For Food 

People In Hungary Are Buying 
Foxes And Crows 
At the market at Keeskemet (Hun¬ 
gary) crows are on sale, where they 
are fetching as much as three clents 
each. They are bought by the poor 
who make them into a form of 
"chicken broth.” Foxes are also 
being sold by the farmers at a shill¬ 
ing a head. Never since the war have 
the inhabitants of this wealthy dis¬ 
trict been forced by hard times to 
resort to such substitutes for food. 


Swedish Economy Program 

Request $2,500,000 For Expansion Of 
Electrified Railroad System 

The Swedish State Railways Ad¬ 
ministration Board has requested 
15,000,000 kronor (about $3,750,000) 
from the government for the next 
fiscal year, of which some 10,000,000 
kronor (about $2,500,000) will be 
used to expand its electrified railroad 
system. Construction will cover 
mainly additions to trunk lines and 
electrification of minor roads and 
spurs. All main lines on which i 
traffic is economically feasible 
ready have been changed from 
steam. 

At the beginning of 1935 electrified 
'roverritoent lines totalled 1,331 miles. 
The expansion program calls for fur¬ 
ther electrification of 679 miles, of 
which 220 miles will be completed 
during 1935. The main reasons for 
this program have been economy 
cost of operation, present cheapness 
of money and material, relief of un¬ 
employment and a greater independ¬ 
ence from imported coal. 

Electrification of Sweden’s princi¬ 
pal railroad line, 383 miles from- 
Stockholm to Malmo, in the south, 
was completed October 1, 1935. Work 
the 285-mile line from Stockholm 
to Gothenburg, on the west coast, 
was started in 1923 and completed In 
1926 at a cost of 44,600,000 kronor. 

Part of the line that runs north 
from Stockholm toward Lapland has 
electrified. The new power will 
be installed only as far as Ange, 
where the north and south line strikes 
an east and west line that crosses the 
Scandinavian peninsula from Sunds- 
vail, in Sweden, to Trondhjem, lr 
Norway. After that will come com¬ 
pletion of the west coast line from 
Malmo to Gothenburg, and this work 
may later be extended as far as Oslo, 
the capital of Norway.

The 
Bureau of Tourist Industry in Tokio 
intends to spend nearly $300,000 on 
an extensive advertising campaign in 
the next fiscal year. Offices will be 
established in 'Chicago, Paris and 
Shanghai. Publicity films will be cir¬ 
culated and advertisements placed in 
newspapers and magazines through¬ 
out the world. 


An international language for the 
weather, made up of signs and figures 
instead of words, so as to avoid the 
confusion of varied national lang¬ 
uages, is to become uniform for the 
world’s weather man, W. R. Gregg, 
chief of the United States Weather 
Bureau, asserted recently.

A black dot will 
mean light rain or drizzle, a star will 
mean light snow, and a plain circle 
will mean clear, cloudless skies on 
every weather map, whether the ob¬ 
servers supplying data fo/ it speak 
English, French, Russian, Chinese, 
Arabic or any other language.
